land Programs and Their Interdepartmental Relationships - H.W, Thiessen 


1) In all the programs which have been described, where does the Alberta 
provincial input in the administration of Federal lands fall? (Yurko) 
Is there a committee which ensures coordination on a day-to-day basis 
in connection with the Federal governments land related programs? 
Answer: Although no formal mechanism such as a committee eviceeutoy 
federal-provincial coordination regarding land held by the Federal 
authorities, the Conservation and Utilization Committee has, on 
occasion, discussed land related issues involving federal government 
programs. This is especially true where the impact of the federal 
actions would be felt on lands administered by the provincial government. 
An example of this was noted in connection with developments on the 
Sarcee Indian Reserve west of Calgary. Other federal programs having 
an impact on Albertats land resource administration and discussed by 
the Conservation and Utilization Committee include the Canada Land 
Inventory (C.L.I.), Agricultural Rehabilitation and Development programs 
(A.R.D.A.), programs administered by the Department of Regional and 
Economic Expansion (D.R.E.E.), the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation program 
(P.F.R.A.), and the activities of the Eastern Rockies Forest Conservation 


Board, (Thiessen) 


2) Has this question of inter-jurisdiction ever come up with regard to 
the remote sensing program? (Yurko) 
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Answer: There has been no problem with obtaining coordination with 
respect to the remote sensing program, The federal government has 
established a Canadian Advisory Committee on Remote Sensing (CA CsREse ) 
for the specific purpose of securing provincial government input into 
the national remote sensing program. (Thiessen) 

Answer: The Provincial Planning Branch of the Department of Municipal 
Affairs makes available planning services to Indian Reserves upon the 
request of the Chief vor the) band Council, [nese advasory, services 
include: the setting up of a simple local band planning organization; 
a system of permits to cover development approvals; the preparation of 
sub-division plans and outline plans; and the preparation of simple 


zoning and development bylaws. (Dant) 


3) Are we going to look at public vs, private lands, that is, the presentation 
thus far appears to be oriented towards public lands and not towards 
private lands. Does the program today segregate and classify between 
private lands and public lands administration? (Yurko) 

Answer: The afternoon session will illustrate this distinction, 


(Thiessen) 


4) Mr. Thiessen, in your presentation you indicated the coordinating roles 
of the Natural Resources Coordinating Council, the Conservation and 
Utilization Committee, the Land Use Planning Technical Coordinating 
Committee, the Mineral Sales Review Committee, and the Interdepartmental 


Planning Division. Are there any other important coordinating bodies 


that function with respect to land related programs? 
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Answer: There are at least two other coordinating bodies of importance 
to be considered here, the Cabinet Committee on Resources and 
Environment and the Provincial Planning Board. Both play an important 


role in the coordination of land related programs.

Public Land Allocation and Development System - D.S. Lawson 


1) What is a Water Course Agreement and when was this policy adopted? 


Answer: Lands affected by minor water or drainage courses may be 

sold subject to a Water Course Agreement which is a restrictive 
covenant which runs with the land. The purchaser covenants that 

he will not cut or permit to be cut any trees; that he will refrain 
from allowing fire to destroy the natural tree growth along the 

water course; that he will not permit overgrazing; and that he will 
generally manage the area so that it will remain in its natural state 
for a specific width on either side of the water course. Protection 
of these areas is designed to prevent erosion along the water course 
by prohibiting cultivation, to provide areas of natural habitat for 
wild life, and to permit free entry upon and use of these areas by 
various government agencies to carry out projects deemed to be in 

the public interest. These might be drainage works, biological 
studies, etc. In consideration of the limited use which can be made 
of such areas, the purchaser is accorded a substantial reduction 

in the purchase price for the acreage covered by the Water Course. 
Agreement. When title is issued on land with a water course agreement, 
the instrument is registered against the title to protect the Crown's 
INVerest ai Uses wWwaLer course area in perpetuity, This, policy regarding 


water course agreements was established in 1970. (Lawson) 
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2) Mr. Lawson, could you please repeat your statistics regarding the 
distribution of ownership of land within the province of Alberta, 
specifically in terms of the percentage of land owned by the provincial 


government, by private individuals, by the federal government, etc. 


(Yurko )

3) I have the impression, Mr. Lawson, you are acting under certain 
regulatory constraints, but is there no overall policy followed 
in the disposition of public land? What you have been describing 
is more of a mechanism than a chon Perhaps I can illustrate my 
question if I ask is there any policy limiting the amount of land 
being disposed to people from other countries or is there any policy 
forsancreastneenne sizece0 lauieerrcenearcas Eforsexample,yic there 4 
given percentage for land being disposed to Albertans in relation to 
other Canadians or people from other countries and is there a given 
percentage for agricultural land in relation to wooded areas? In 
other words, what is the land disposition policy? (Yurko) 
Answer: (aihe) eligibiligy requiremente fiom homestead sales under the 


Public Lands Act specify that the applicants must be Canadian citizens. 
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Other types of disposition such as auction sales have no restrictions 
on thescitigenshipwotethe purchaser, Also; once title passes from the 
Crown in Right of Alberta to a private individual there are no 
restrictions on any subsequent transfers of title. The actual number 
of dispositions made by public auction in the last year is relatively 
small, only four parcels were sold, The relationship between the 
agricultural vs. forested land use is maintained through the following 
of the guidelines associated with the three disposition zones: green, 
white, and yellow. The green zone restricts agricultural dispositions, 
the yellow zone makes agricultural dispositions conditional, and the 
white zone is unrestricted as to agricultural development on public 
lands. Various features of resource management are incorporated in 


the actual disposition decisions through detailed reviews that are 
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found not suitable for the proposed use, then it is withheld from 


disposition. (Lawson) 


Is there a delegation of authority when land is disposed of to other 
departments, for example, the Fish and Wildlife Division may request 


that certain lands be set aside? Does the transfer of such lands to 


another department carry with it a delegation of administrative 


authority? 


Answer: If another administrative agency requests that a reservation 
be placed on Crown land for a specified purpose, then that administrative 
agency then becomes responsible for the management of that particular 
tract of land, -For example, if the Fish and Wildlife Division requested 


a reservation be placed on a tract of land that was to be used for 
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wildlife research, then the Fish and Wildlife Division would be 
responsible for the maintenance and management of that land.. Placing 
of a reservation however does not mean that the land is vested in 
another minister of the Crown. The title remains with the Minister 


of Lands and Forests, 


Does it happen very often that public lands are transferred from the 


Department of lands and Forests to other departments? 


Answer: In most cases lands that are purchased by ine Crown are 

vested with the Minister of Lands and Forests, That is, most land 

is transferred from the purchasing agency to the Department of Lands and 
Forests for administrative purposes, However, lands may be transferred 
from the Department of Lands and Forests to other departments on occasion, 
Porsexampie.) tosthesDepartment of MunicipaljAtfairs, Agricultureror 

Public Works. Where the land is specifically transferred from the Minister 
of Lands and Forests to another department of the government, then the 


minister of that department is vested with the title. 


Does the Department of Lands and Forests ever purchase any land posted 
for sale, for example, at tax recovery sales held by the Department 

of Municipal Affairs? 

Answer: Yes, See ere the Land Assembly Program. When a land owner 
fails to pay taxes, then that land is subject to the proceedings under 
The Tax Recovery Act. Lands acquired by the Department of Municipal 
Affairs for non-payment of taxes may be acquired through the Land 
Assembly Program administered by the Department of the IMnvironment. 


lands so acquired through the Land Assembly Program are transferred 
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to the Department of lands and Forests and are vested in the Minister 


of Lands and Forests. 


6) Is the Crow permitted by statute to bid against private interests 
for tax_recovery lands? (Yurko) 


Answer: If a municipality acquires land because of tax arrears, then 
a primary sale may be held which gives the owner an opportunity to 
recover the land that he has lost due to his default in tax payments. 
If the land is not purchased at this time, and another year elapses 
without tax repayment, then the provincial government may attempt to 
acqimitemiic 1andebetore 1 vu 15 Oivered ata secondary sale. Inveiicecs, 
the provincial government is interceding between the primary and 
secondary sale and would be the sole bidder on the land at this time. 
Thus it would not be entering into competition with private interests 
for the land in question. It was pointed out that often the federal 
government will force the province to compete against private interests 


when it attempts to sell lands. 


7) Does the Department of the Environment attempt to purchase all lands 
that become available through tax recovery proceedings and for what 


purposes are these lands acquired? (Somerville) 
Answer: By the very fact that the lands do become available through 


tax recovery proceedings is an indication that the land is of marginal 
capability with respect to agriculture. Of course, not all lands that 
become available through tax recovery proceedings are marginal agricultural 
lands. Only those tax recovery lands that can be reallocated to a higher 


use such as grazing reserves, watershed protection areas, wildlife 
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habitat, etc. are purchased through the land assembly program, These 
lands are then subsequently managed for the purposes for which they 


were purchased. (Thiessen) 


8) Can Crown lands be sold only to Canadian citizens? 


Answer: There is no statutory provision stating tha? crown lands can 
be sold only to Canadian citizens, If such a statutory provision was 
made there would be considerable difficulty insuring that any subsequent 
resale did not result in the title being transferred to an individual 


who Was not 4 Canadian citizen.

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(2) What recourse is open to the Department of Lands and Forests if a 
company does not live up to the terms and conditions of the forest 


management agreement? 
Answer : 


Forest Management and Forest Protection regulations provide for 
assessment of penalties for infractions. The Agreements also provide for 
a deposit that can be utilized by the Government to remedy the default 
and the Company must replenish the deposit whenever the Government uses 


Hakt Orga leo. 


(3) Is the Department of Lands and Forests guided by a policy suggesting 
that at no point in time would more than 3% be allowed to be cut? 
(Yurko) 

Answer: 

Yes. In the Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve area the policy is that 


not more than 3% of the area of a water basin should be denuded in any one 


year. 


(4) Does this policy apply only to timber harvesting operations or does 
it also include mining and geophysical operations? Are access roads 
included in the calculations of the 3%? Does this policy apply only 
to the Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve area or does it apply to all of 


the forested area of the province? 
Answer: 


All operations that remove natural vegetation from the land are intended 
to be included in the 3% maximum clearing policy. The zolicy has only been 
applied in the Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve because of its important 


watershed values. 
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(5) ls the percentage related to the rate of growth? How is the 3% 


arrived at? 
Answer: 


The 3% figure implies that the timber harvest will take about 33 years 
for each basin. Although full stand regrowth would take longer, sufficient 
regrowth takes place in this time period to minimize adverse effects of 
excessive run off, erosion, and sedimentation. In addition many areas would 
not be suitable for timber production and would remain intact except for 


clearing for other uses. 


(6) How is the protection of the environment insured in timber harvesting 
operations under a forest management agreement? For example, how are 
harvesting operations controlled to insure that adequate cover is 


maintained for stream bank protection purposes? 
Answer: 


The operating guidelines governing the environmental protection matters 
such as stream bank protection are explained to each company before they make 
their plans and submit their proposals. These guidelines are designed by the 
Alberta Forest Service to include environmental factors associated with the 
development of the timber resource. The guidelines or ground rules have been 
developed together with representatives from Fish and Wildlife, recreational 
interests and Water Resources. Any features which might be overlooked by the 
Alberta Forest Service can be brought to the attention of the Minister of 
Lands and Forests by other government agencies or the public when public 
hearings are held regarding the proposals of the companies. When the company 
presenting the best proposal enters into a forest management agreement with 
the government, the agreement states that the company and the government must 
jointly and mutually agree to the operating guidelines or ground rules governing 
the protection of the environment during timber harvesting operations. This 
agreement must be reached before any operations can take place. Annual operating 


plans in detail must be submitted each year for modification and approval before 
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operations can commence. ‘Since the company is informed well in advance 
of the nature of the guidelines which the government requires, it knows 
what to expect in terms of the bargaining position of the government with 


respect to these guidelines. 


(7) Are specific guidelines being developed for the proposed Whitecourt 
timber management agreement area? When will other government agencies 
be informed as to the content of the guidelines and nature of the 


agreement? 
Answer: 


Specific ground rules have been developed that will apply in the 
Whitecourt area. Most agencies of Government are aware of these conditions 
since they have been adopted by the Conservation and Utilization Committee. 
lf and when the Whitecourt area may be advertised for pulp mill proposals, 
interested persons may obtain copies of the ground rules, utilization 


standards and environmental protection requirements that will form the 


operating conditions. 


The public hearings may result in introduction of other conditions 
that should apply. The pollution standards that will pertain to the 
operation of a pulp mill are provided by the Department of the Environment 


and negotiated with the company by that Department. 


Other Divisions of Government will have representation at the hearings. 


(8) The forest management areas seem to be massive jin size. Is there 


adequate provision for the protection of them as time goes by? 


Answer: 


Yes. In addition to an overall development plan covering the first 
80 years of cutting, the Company submits annual detailed plans for review and 
approval, provides for reforestation of all areas that are cut over. A fire 
protection agreement with the companies must be renewed each year and specify 


overall organization of manpower and equipment for fire suppression purposes. 
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(9) Can parts of the timber management agreement area be withdrawn for 


public developments such as highways? 
Answer: 


Under the terms and conditions of the forest management agreements, the 
Department of Lands and Forests has a right to withdraw 1% of the management 
agreement area, compensating the Company for any improvements it has made, 
when the tract of land withdrawn is essential for human or physical resource 
development. If the Crown requires more than 1% of the land to be withdrawn 
from the area, the Minister shall determine compensation for any loss or 
damage suffered by the Company including any increased costs for harvesting 
equivalent timber on substituted lands. This means that the Department of 
Highways and Transport could withdraw land containing gravel from a forest 
management agreement area for the purposes of highway construction, providing 


it follows the withdrawal procedure specified in the Agreement. 


(10) How do you obtain a quota under the quota system? Does it go to the 


highest bidder? 
Answer: 


Yes, timber quotas are disposed on the basis of a bonus bid by which 


the quota goes to the highest tender. 


(11) Can any one company obtain all the quotas up for bid? (Yurko) 


Answer: 


Yes. But they are put up one at a time. Over the period of time that 
the quota system has been in operation the distribution of the quotas to 
operators has been relatively good. However, quotas can be sold or transferred 
by the company that owns them. There has been a tendency for smaller operators 
to sell their quotas to larger operators, usually recovering a fairly good 
profit. Amalgamation of quotas generally results in more efficient and stable 


operations. 
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(12) Does the Department of Lands and Forests help small operators in 


preparing their plans? 
Answer: 


Yes. The Department of Lands and Forests help small operators in 
preparing their plans at the outset but it also recommends that they obtain 


a consultant rather than relying on the staff of the Alberta Forest Service. 


(13) In making its various forms of timber disposition, does the Alberta 
Forest Service give consideration to the market situation? Are any 
controls placed on timber licenses or does the law of supply and 


demand determine this? 
Answer: 


The Alberta Forest Service usually does not involve itself in 
considerations associated with the distribution of timber products. The 


operators can convert the timber into the product that the market demands. 


(14) What are the penalties for overcutting one's quota? in applying 
penalties does the Department of Lands and Forests make any allowance 
for errors in judgement with respect to the accuracy of the pre-cruising 


of the area. 
Answer: 


The quota system and penalties for over and under cutting are made 
Flexible by requiring that the operator meet the allowable cut within 10% 
over a five year time span. If less that 40% of the allowable cut is realized, 
the quota holder loses his quota. If the operator realizes between 40 and 90% 
of the allowable cut, then a penalty of $1.00 per thousand board feet of 
undercut is assessed. If the operator exceeds the allowable cut by 10% or 
more, than a penalty of $20.00 per thousand board feet overcut is assessed. 
Penalties may be appealed to the Minister of Lands and Forests. If an operator 
loses timber due to fire, then the quota is adjusted to ensure that penalties 
will not be unjustly assessed. Operators would not be assessed an undercut 
penalty as a result of 7ailurerot the Forest Service to provide suifictent 


cruised timber. 
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(15) Does the quota system really encourage small operators? 


Answer: 


There are basically three ways by which an individual can enter the 
timber business. First he can obtain a temporary licence or permit. 
Second, he can buy out an existing quota holder. Third, he can get a new 
quota if he is successful in the bonus bidding system. The quota system 
ensures a 20 year supply of timber and a dollar value for the quota rights 
which provide the security that neither small or large operators possessed 


before. 


(16) What is the Alberta Forest Service policy with respect to reforestation? 
Answer : 


All operators must carry out their own reforestation or pay for it to 
be done by the Department of Lands and Forests. Currently, all forest management 
agreement holders are doing their own reforestation and 70% of the quota 
holders are doing their own reforestation. The remaining 30% of the quota 
holders are assessed a charge and the necessary rerorestation is erfected by 
the Alberta Forest Service. Consequently all forested areas that are cut over 
are now being reforested except a small percentage of problem areas that 


cannot to date be successfully restocked. 


(17) Are Christmas trees considered a non-commercial operation? 
Answer: 


Tags are allocated for Christmas tree cutting of up to six trees for each 
50 cent tag which can be issued to an individual. Christmas tree permits are 


required for any cutting in excess of this number. 
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(18) If an operator did not want to pay a penalty, can he have the issue 
Settled in court? 
Answer: 


Yes, if a penalized operator refuses to pay, the onus is on the Government 
to recover the penalty by court proceedings. Although about 50 penalties are 


assessed per year it has not been necessary to go to court for many years. 


(19) Are you going to cover reforestation policy in this presentation? 


Answer: 


No, it was not the intent to cover this aspect under timber disposition 


policies.

Does a farmer need a permit to put a well on his property: 


Not if the well is for domestic purposes. Anyone may divert 
water for domestic purposes without a licence. The Act defines 
"domestic purposes" as follows: 


"Domestic purposes means household requirements, sanitation and 
fire prevention, the watering of domestic animals and poultry, 
and the irrigation of a garden not exceeding one acre adjoining 
a dwelling house upon the land of a riparian owner." 


Who controls the water in an impoundment such as those constructed 


lunderecne Ear sR.A. so 


Every project must have a licence. The licencee must look after 
the works. No one can own water since the property in any water 
in the Province, to which the legislative authority of the 
Province extends, is declared by the Act to be vested in the 
Province. 


How long a duration is the licence held for? 


A licence may be held as long as the licencee exercises the 
rights granted by the licence in accordance with the Act and 
regulations. The licence is also pertinent to the land on 
which the works are located and may be transferred from one 
owner to a subsequent owner. The licence may be cancelled 
where the Minister is satisfied that the licencee has ceased 
to exercise the rights granted under his licence, or the 
responsibilities associated with it such as the payment of 
any associated rents, royalties or fees; the non-performance 
of any provisos or conditions on the licence which can include 
the proper maintenance of the works; or failure to perform and 
carry out any provisions of the Water Resources Act and its 
Regulations. 


Does Water Resources do the annual inspections? 


Each licencee is required to submit an annual return but no 
annual inspection is made. To inspect every licence would take 
a tremendous staff so Water Resources uses spot checks. Basin 
inspections are carried out at intervals in which a watershed 
basin is chosen and all licenced projects are inspected by the 
task force of inspectors. 


Does the Crown charge for water? 


At the present time the Crown charges for the use of water only 
in the case of hydro-electric development. 
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Do other government departments require water licences, for 
example the Department of Agriculture of the Department of 
Highways & Transport? 


Yes,, the Crown is subject to the Water Resources Act. 


Would you like to comment on the Irrigation Districts' Act? 
For example is there any difference between this and the 
Water Resources Act? 


The Irrigation Districts' Act pertains to the administration 
Orelxereation Districts as to the manner in whieh they conduct 
their affairs as provided in the Act. The Water Resources 

Act relates to the use and management of water. Whether it 
beman ivrication district, an industry, 4 nunicipality, or an 
individual, these are all water users and are subject to the 
same regulations of the Water Resources Act. 


How is the priority of water use governed? Use an irrigation 
district for example. 


Once a licence is issued to an irrigation district for a 
given quantity of water, the district is responsible for 
allocation and delivery of this water to the individual rate 
payers or irrigation farmers. The Water Resources Division 
is responsible to see that the Irrigation District uses the 
water beneficially as with any other licencee. 


Is there a policy to determine the highest priority cases? 


Water Resources looks at water use not only ona priority basis 
but also a preferential basis. 


The priority basis refers to the point in time the application 
is filed. The applicant filing first takes precedence. 


Preferential usage is determined by the anticipated use of the 
use of the water. The list in order is: Domestic, Municipal 
Industrial, Irrigation, Water Power, and others. 


Has the licencee the right to unlimited quantities of water? 


No, the licence specifies a given amount. The remainder is 
available for further allocation. 


How are conflicts of water use handled? For example when an 
M.D. has a permit or licence how does an individual obtain 
water? 


If an individual wishes to obtain water from its original source 
he must apply and obtain a licence from the Water Resources 


Division, If he is to obtain water through the works of another 
licencee, he may obtain the licence to do so providing agreement 
is reached with the prior licencee to supply this water to him. 
The licence issued to the applicant is therefore conditional on 

an agreement between himself and the licencee through whose works 
he will receive his supply. 
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If the conflict arises in an M.D., does the man who requested 
the use first get the preference? 


The applicant who files his application at a time prior to 
other subsequent applications, enjoys a preferential priority. 


In the event of water shortage for example a licencee is not 
entitled to exercise his reight to use water until those 
licencees having a preferred priority have had the opportunity 

to exercise their rights. If a licencee, in the exercise of 

his rights to use water, makes it physicall impossible for others 
to subsequently exercise their rights, then compensation may be 
pursued through the civil courts. 


If, for example. in the case of groundwater, a licencee depletes 
an aquifer to the point where another licencee is obliged to 
deepen his well to maintain his supply of water, providing the 
action which the second licencee is required to take is not 
unreasonable, then it is not considered that the first licencee 
has made it physically impossible for the second licencee to 
exercise his right. If on the other hand the first licencee 
depletes the aquifer to the point where it would be impossible 
for the second licencee to obtain water no matter how much 
deeper he extended his well, then this could constitute a just 
claim for compensation through the courts. 


perhaps a series of extreme drought years, the Minister may 
temporarily waive all priorities and re-allocate water in the 
manner that best meets the needs of the circumstances. 


Have there been any court cases where higher preference was 
challenged by a higher priority? 


No, not to our knowledge. The purpose of an order of preference 
is princially to provide for a licencee to buy out a licence for 
a lower preferential use. For example, an industrial user of 
water would not be able to buy out a licence issued for municipal 
purposes, but could, subject to reaching an agreement, buy out 
the rights issued to an irrigation district.

A company does not have to put up the money until after the sale has 
been made. It sounds to me as if we are being sold a bill of goods. 

Is this still the reason we have this panic formula now? 

Answer: The time constraint is only a guideline and the Department 

of Mines and Minerals is not bound by it. The system with its guide- 
lines was developed last summer to maximize returns from these sales 

to the government. The time schedule tends to increase the competitive 
pressures by forcing individual companies to make a rapid evaluation 
and Come sbO S,0eCi sion on their bid. quickiy.. Por theiz part. a.tairly 
rigid schedule allows industry to utilize their expensive professional

staff effectively at a predictable level of activity.

With regard to the loss of interest (on money) many smeller companies 
must enter into pooling arrangements to carry out an evaluation which 
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nay result in @ joint bid. Although this is a more important factor 
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with the smaller operators, uncertainty in the time schedule prevents 
all companies from using their funds in the most efficient manner 


available. Finally, a longer time schedule would certainly mean a 


loss in rentals and a reduction in exploration.

What is the greatest lapse of time between the sale and the issue of 

a surface lease? 

Answer: It could be as long as the ten-year initial term of the lease. 
After the company has acquired the mineral rights, the period may be 
as short as a week. It depends on his negotiations with the surface 
owner. Action through the Right of Entry Arbitration Board may take 


two Or three weeks. Most of the Leases sold are never drilled so 4

You mentioned that drilling might be as widely spaced as each mile 
around the perimeter of a township. Would oil or gas drain that far? 
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ontinuous differential in pressure. However, the subject of efficient 
well spacing involves some complex technical considerations in which 
one of the main factors is time for the recoverable oil or gas to move 
Bann dae most distant point to the nearest well. In simple terms, it 
may not be economic to keep a well producing at low rates while trying 
to drain from too great a distance. The point is, some areas overlying 
oil or gas belonging to the Crown which cannot be drilled (convention- 
ally or by whipstocking) owing to water or for other reasons, might be 

rained by offsetting wells. The problem of course is to arrange for 
the sale of such oil or gas before it is produced through wells belonging 
in most cases to another party. This party, under existing conditions, 


of course would capture the drained oil or gas as his own. 


Can wells be drilled in urban areas? 
Answer: Yes, but under conditions covered by certain regulations, such 


as minimum distance to buildings, etc. 


When a well is drilled in or near a public park, is the cost of com- 
bating public opinion worth it? 

Answer: I would say there should be no objection to a well drilled 
near @ public park. Regarding wells inside park boundaries, many parks 
already have wells in them. I feel that if measures are taken in regard 
to the well site, to carefully locating the access road, to ensuring 
prover site cleaning and reclamation that in most cases exploration 
should be permitted. Hach set of circumstances may be considered on

Does the government ever buy back minerals when an operator is pre- 
vented by regulations or statute from drilling? 
Answer: This is a hypothetical question. The right to recover 


minerals does not override other laws of the Province. 


Would it not be possible for the Department of Mines and Itinerals 
to autach certain surface restrictions to a parcel put up for: bid? 
Would this not merely set up certain other economic factors which 


would be reflected in the bid? 


Answer: It is preferable to have the restrictions apply to the 
licence for drilling the well.

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Is it not also true that the nergy Resources Conservation Board has 
the right to set conditions on drilling a well? 
Answer: Yes, the Inersy Resources Conservation Board can set con- 


ditions or refuse to grant a licence. 


Is not this all dependent on the law of supply and demand? If 
Alberta is a high priority place to look for oil and gas, compared 
with other places in the world, then will not the big companies 

put up with stringent regulations here? 

Answer: ‘The big companies certainly have decreased their activity 
in Alberta recently but there are still 12 to 14 billion barrels 

of oil yet to be found and recovered in Alberta. However, in the 
oil business, the exploration plays take place where the prosvects 
are brightest. The status of any area in the world rapidly changes 
relative to other areas as discoveries or failure occur. This is 
the compelling motivation which determines where the activity will 
take place. Security of supply and stability of government is an 
important, but possibly secondary consideration in most cases. The 
rigidity or laxity in drilling regulations would be well down the

Answer: According to The Planning Act, nothing in a municipal general 
plan can be contradictory to the provisions of a regional general plan;

groups for Crown and public lands. Why is a planning group needed in 
the Department of Lands and Forests?

Role and Relationship of Regional Planning Commissions to Government Planning 


Agencies - R.R. Erickson 


1) Is there provision in The Planning Act or is there some other act of 


the legislature which spells out at some point in time that a regional 


plan is legally binding? In other words, once the plan is drawn up and 
approved by the Provincial Planning Board, is there no other sanction 


by the Government? (Yurko) 


Answer: At the completion of the preparation of a preliminary regional 
plan, ready for adoption, the Jllan and related documents are circularized 
to all member municipalities of the regional planning commission and to 
all public authorities having jurisdiction in the regionai planning area, 
i.e. other councils, school boards, hospital boards, irrigation 
authorities, if any, and to cabinet ministers. After representations 

have been received by any of the above, the plan can then be adopted 

by the regional planning commission upon the affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the member municipalities present at a commission meeting 

(after consideration has been given to amending the plan) by virtue of 


some of the above representations. 


The plan and related documents are then sent to the Provincial Planning 
Board and the plan comes into effect and is legally binding upon all 


authorities upon approval of the Board. 


A regional plan is adopted in much the same way, except that members 
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of the regional planning commission originally adopt it provisionally. 
The plan is then subject to a public hearing after due advertising and 
can thereafter be confirmed by the commission after due consideration 
of submissions made at the hearing. It can only be confirmed by an 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members present. It is then sent 


to the Provincial Planning Board for its approval as before. 


In any review of The Act, it is proposed that there be provided a 
public hearing in the processing of a preliminary regional plan the 


same as for the regional plan. 


Where does the Local Authorities Board fit into this scheme? 
Answer: The Local Authorities Board is only involved in the above 
process if the plan calls for, or proposes, an adjustment of municipal 


boundaries between municinalities,

Questions Asked at Land Seminar 


February. 17, 1972 


Once the Department of Lands and Forests issues a lease, is there 
nothing any other department can do except add conditions? 


Answer: 

The Department of Lands and Forests is similar to any other land owner 
except that it is possibly in a more favourable position insofar as 
negotiation for surface rights is concerned. Insofar as other depart- 
ments and other regulations are concerned, these would apply as they 
would to any other lands; where, at the request of another department, 
a condition is placed in the lease and this condition is not followed, 
the department could, at the request of the other department, give the 
Lessee 30 days notice to show cause why their lease should not be can- 
celled and in fact cancel the lease for noncompliance. 


What is the difference between an exploration and a development lease? 


Answer: 

An exploration permit is usually one issued either pursuant to Section 
20 of the Public Lands Act or the Geophysical Regulations. Normally 
this does not give the holder of such permit any right to the land 
other than the right to use same for exploration purposes. It also 
does not exclude the Minister from issuing rights to more than one 
Permittee at the same time. The permit is usually issued for a period 
not exceeding one year. 


A development lease is one in which the Lessee is generally given 
exclusive possession of the land in order that he may develop his 
resource. The lease is for a fixed term and in the case of a mineral 
surface lease, this term is prescribed by the regulations to be 25 
years. 


Has there ever been a case for a request for an exploration permit to 
be refused? 


Answer: 
There were two. One was in the Kananaskis area and the other was in 
the Kakwa area. 


What is the ratio of actual mining to the total area of disturbance in a 
mining activity? 


Answer: 

There are no figures on this; however, the final plans on many of the 
exploration permits will be analyzed this year to determine the scope 
of disturbance in exploration, and it will be possible to relate this 
to the amount of area disturbed in actual mining. Figures of 100:1 
would not be excessive in certain areas. 
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Are there any restrictions on the height of exploration to be carried qut 
POlstbestu lay 


Answer: 
The following is a typical set of conditions which are placed in a permit 
to explore, issued pursuant to Section 20 of the Public Lands Act: 


On what basis are exploration permits given? 


Answer: 

There are usually three situations which result in a permit being 
requested: 

(a) where a company wishes to evaluate it own property, 

(b) where a company wishes to acquire an interest in property held by 
someone else. The company applies for a permit to evaluate this property, 
(c) where an applicant wishes to evaluate minerals not under disposition, 
either for the purpose of acquiring the lease or selling the results of 
the exploration to their clients. 


Are exploration companies required to file a geological survey? 


Answer: 
No. 


What restrictions are there on mining companies cutting timber? 


Answer: 

Where the company acquires an interest in the surface they also acquire 
the timber, but where this timber is economically salvagable it must be 
salvaged, and the company could use it for their mine crops, etc. Where 
the company requires timber off the leasehold property they must obtain 
a licence to cut this timber, in the same manner as any other timber 
operator. 


Are municipalities kept aware of mineral development ? 


Answer: 


Whenever the Department of Lands and Forests issues a lease the municipality 


is advised and sent a copy of the plan covering the leased area or a 
description of the lands involved, in order that the municipality may put 
the company on the tax roll. 


When a coal exploration permit area has been drilled and the operator 
decides it is not possible to go ahead, and another company takes up the 
area five years later, do they have the right to the logs and surveys from 
previous explorers? 


Answer: 

All quartz data must become available after one year in respect to core 
analysis, etc. However, this does not apply to geophysical or geological 
interpretations either in the coal, or oil and gas industry. 
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Why does information have to remain confidential? 


Answer: 

Under a competitive system it is contradictory to expect a company to 
voluntarily give up valuable information at no cost. Such information 
is frequently sold. In some cases the company will shelve information 
for a period of time and later use it as base information for a new 
exploratory program. 


What is the actual surface area disturbed by strip mining? 
Answer: 


A speaker at the recent Coal Conference gave the following relative 
figures: 


Area of Alberta 255,000 square miles 
Area of Edmonton 111.8 square miles 
Total surface area disturbed area 7.4 Square miles 


Are there any figures as to the average area of surface clearing due to 
coal exploration and development? 


Answer: 

There are no actual figures but preliminary estimates based on several 

test sites indicate that in the province of Alberta greater than 40,000 
acres are cleared annually for activities other than logging as compared 
to an estimated average of 50,000 acres annually for logging operations. 
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SCHEDULE VA" 


1. It is the responsiblity of the company to determine the ownership or other 
interests in the land designated in the sketch attached to the request. 


2. Access trails shall not exceed sixteen (16) feet in width and shall be 
constructed with a minimum of surface disturbance. Existing trails shall be 
utilized wherever possible. New trails must be flagged by the company and 
their location approved by an officer of the Minister before clearing commences. 


3. All necessary precautions to be taken while trails are under construction 
to prevent the inception of soil erosion and sedimentation to streams. Trails 
shall be constructed in such a manner that inside ditches are not required 
unless otherwise directed. 


4, Portions of trails may be excavated to sufficient depth to expose the coal 
seam for examination. Excavations shall be conducted inamanner which will 
permit backfilling as close as possible to the original contour. Backfilling 
shall take place prior to completion of the total exploration program. A 
minimum four (4) feet of non-toxic overburden to be deposited over all coal 
material. 


5. All backfilled areas and other areas of bare soil must be reseeded to a 
suitable mixture and vegetative growth re-established to the satisfaction of 
anuobercenicreche Minister. 


6. Stream crossings shall be kept to a minimum and only one crossing is permitted 
at any intersection of a trail and stream. Trails shall cross streams at right 
angles to the stream channel and where necessary, diversion trenches shall be 
constructed on approaches to streams to prevent siltation. 


7. No debris, soil or overburden shall be deposited or allowed to enter any 
watercourse and the stream courses shall not be diverted or altered in any way. 
Stream flow shall not be carried in road or trail ditches. 


8. Except for crossings, no trail shall be constructed within 150 feet of the 
banks of any watercourse unless necessitated by the terrain, in which case the 


requirement may be waived by an officer of the Minister. 


9. Drill hole locations shall be approved by an officer of the Minister and 
shall not be located less than 150 feet from the high water marl of any stream. 


10. No campsite may be established without approval of an officer of the Minister. 
11. Cleanup of debris shall be conducted to the satisfaction of an officer of 
the Minister and to be in accordance with The Public Lands Act, and The Forest 


Protection Regulations. 


12. Cleanup and reclamation shall be conducted in progress with the program. 
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13. Trenching, if any, shall be conducted in such a manner as to enable complete 
refilling of the trench to its original contour and a satisfactory growth of 
vegetation is to be established on all the disturbed area. 


14. No trenching shall take place within 300 feet of a stream or on slopes in 
the vicinity of streams where the slope is in excess of 20 degrees unless approved 
by an officer of the Minister. 


15. Where trencing is necessary on slopes steeper than 20 degrees, the gradient 
of the trench shall not exceed 20 degrees. 


16. The company shall conduct the operation in a manner that will preserved the 
aesthetic quality of the area and in this regard shall carry out as little 
clearing as possible. 


17. Revisions of the program requiring additional trails, drill holes or 
substantial changes in location must be resubmitted and approved before 
construction. Minor changes may be made in the field if approved by an officer 
of the Minister. 


18. Continous liaison shall be maintained with the officer designated by Forest 
Superintendent of the 
Forest, and these officers will oversee your program. 


19, If your application contains two or more parallel access trails only one 
may be utilized. Access to the upper or lower seam must be obtained by 
constructing short spur traiis to trenching locations ensuring the gradient wili 
not be such that erosion will occur. 


20. Wherever possible, or upon request, berms of debris and soil along trails 
are to be removed to allow for proper drainage. Unstable areas such as seeps 

and slup topography shall be avaoided. Trails shall be located on ridge tops 

where possible to avoid heavy cuts. 


21. Before a drilling rig is moved away from a drill hole, a tage indicating 
the company name and drill hole location to be placed facing and in close 
proximity to the hole but in no case more than thirty (30) feet from the hole 
location. 


22. A copy of the monthly plans presently being submitted to the Director of 
Minerals, should be forwarded to the Director of Lands and the Forest Superinten- 
dent of the Forest wherein the program is being coraucted. 


23. Location of all adits and the area to be used for them must be approved by 
an officer of the Minister prior to any disturbance. 


24. Coal waste at adit sites is to be contained in a provided for excavation and 
compltely buried at completion of the operation. 


25. No mine adit is to be constructed closer than 300 feet from a watercourse 
unless approval is obtained from an officer of the Minister. 
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26. Total disposal of debris must be carried out for a distance of 300 feet 
from. the high water mark of all rivers and for a distance of 150 feet from 
high water mark of secondary stream. 


27. All vertical cuts made along slopes that are deeper than two feet in depth 
are to be backsloped to a minimum 1 1/2:1 slope ratio. 
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
